NEW YORK, June 24.— America 
needs a Paul Revere “not a sphinx” 
in the White House, to call it back 
to duty and high resolve, Senator 
Pat Harrison, of Mississippi, declar-* 
ed today in sounding the keynote 
at the Democratic National conven­ 
tion. 
In an address'condemning the Re­ 
publican administration—its policies, 
both 
domestic 
and 
foreign—the 
temporary chairman called on demo­ 
crats 
everywhere, 
“with 
victory 
within their grasp,” to unite against 
a common enemy. 
“Oh for one in the White House” 
he said, “whose heart might be 
melted and courage aroused to sym­ 
pathize and fight. Would that we 
once more might see in that ex­ 
alted position one with the courage 
of a Jackson, the militant honesty 
of a Cleveland, the raqtchless states­ 
manship and the fine fighting qual­ 
ities of a Woodrow Wilson.” 
Senator Harrison ran the gamut 
of the Harding-Coolidge adminis­ 
tration in a series of biting critic­ 
isms. A large p art-of his speech was 
taken up with a resume of the dis­ 
closures of senate investigating com­ 
mittees.

Pulling Car Out of Mud 
When stuck in mud the lone autoist 
need not despair as long as he has a pair 
of good chains with him, for, with their 
help, the car can usually be run out of 
the mud, providing, of course, it is not 
too deep. One end of a chain is fastened 
around the tire and to the spokes of a 
rear wheel, while a short, stout iron bar 
is pushed through the links at the other 
end of the chain and a tow rope tied to 
this bar. If no iron bar is handy or-it is 
too large to be pushed through the links, 
the tow rope is tied to the last cross chain. 
The other end of the tow rope is securely 
tied to a tree located in front of the ear, 
slightly toward the side. 
By applying 
power to the wheel, it w ill run along the 
chain for a foot or more. The operation 
is repeated until the wheel is out of the 
mud.

Cleaning White Woolens and Furs 
Garments are often dry cleaned at 
home, but the result obtained in the case 
of white woolens or furs is not always 
satisfactory. However, the simple trick 
described below can be employed by any­ 
one, and the results will prove a pleasant 
surprise. 
After the woolen or fur has been 
washed and rinsed in gasoline, it should 
be wrung or shaken out thoroughly and 
placed in a deep pan. A pound or two 
of white flour should then be sifted over 
and rubbed into the article. After allow- 
ing the article to dry on the line, the flour 
is whipped out, leaving the garment in a 
cleaner and whiter condition than usual 
after cleaning. This is due to the fact 
that the flour sifts into the fur or fabric 
and absorbs the dirt with the gasoline 
that cannot be wrung or shaken out. 
When whipped out, the dry flour natur­ 
ally carries the dirt with it.

How Many Weevils Survived? 
STILLWATER.—Soon after April 
20, cotton 
farmers of Oklahoma 
will be told what percentage of 
boll w'eevil infestation to expect in 
their fields this year. 
In five places, from the southern 
to the northern line of the cotton 
belt in Oklahoma, “cages” contain­ 
ing live weevils w'ere placed last 
fall, under direction of the depart­ 
ment of entomology of Oklahoma 
A. and M. college. The five are at 
Antlers, Durant, Coalgate, Shawnee 
and Stillwater. 
April 15-20 has been set as the 
time for opening and inspecting by 
S. E. Sanborn, head of the entomol­ 
ogy department. 
“ When the data is obtained from 
the cages, the farmers can use it 
as an index of field conditions,” 
Sanborn says. “ For example, if 50

To overcome the grabbing tendency o 
a clutch on a light car, a driver installer 
an additional pedal plate, attache*! to the 
regular pedal by means of four bolts anc 
coil springs, the bolts fitting loosely ii 
holes drilled for them and the spring; 
keeping the plates separated. The bolt1 
used are % in. in diameter and 2l/j in 
lo n g . 
They arc 
slipped th r o u g h 
holes drilled in the 
lower plate a n d 
reamed out so that 
the bolts can slip in 
a n d o u t easily 
when the pedal is 
under pressure. The 
auxiliary plate, be­

NEW YORK, June 24.—A row 
over prohibition enforcement broke 
out Monday at a caucus of the 
Florida 
delegation with 
William 
Jennings Bryan on one end of the 
argument and Governor ^Albert W.

His 
supporters declared they were will­ 
ing to trust him to urge adoption 
of a satisfactory law enforcement 
plank. 
Bryan told his collogues that if 
the democratic convention did not 
“go as strong” on law enforcement 
as the declaration in the republican 
party platform, the democrats in 
the coming campaign would find 
themselves on the wet side of the 
fence.

OKLAHOMA CITY, June 24 — 
The time of year is now here when 
old and young alike get away from 
the heat and oppression of the city 
and town life all they possibly can 
and spend their spare time In the 
woods and fields, and those who 
are unable to recognize the common 
poisonous plants and 
thus 
avoid 
them, are at a great disadvantage. 
If you do not take time to do this 
you 
may 
learn the lesson thru 
a very painful experience.” 
This is the information given 
out by the state health commission­ 
er, Dr. Carl Puckett. 
“The 
most 
common 
poisonous 
plant in this state is the poison ivy, 
which is a climbing or trailing s 
shrub, found in abundance growing 
along the ground on fens©* and 
tense posts, also on trees. 
Some­ 
times it becomes strong enough to 
grow in the form of a small tree 
of itself. * This fact is not generally 
known. 
“poison ivy is very often confused 
with the common Virginia creeper, 
but can easily be distinguished 
from it, if you will remember that 
the ivy has only three leaves while 
the creeper has five, merever, the 
leaf of the ivy has a glossy waxlike 
appearance and the creeper is* not 
shiny. 
The 
ivy produces smooth 
greenish berries which later turn 
a yellowish white, while the berries 
of the creeper quickly become dark 
blue. 
“When a person knows he has 
come in contact with poison ivy the 
exposed parts should the at once 
washed with strong soapsuds, after 
rinsing and drying the parts should 
be bathed in alcohol 
-or 
dissolve 
two tablespoonsful of baking soda 
in hot water and apply the cooled 
solution. 
j, 
“Probably the next most common 
poisonous plant to touch is the poi­ 
son sumach. It it a tree like shrub 
growing in swampy places, its ber­ 
ries are silver gray and grow loose 
in grapelike bunches. 
The berries 
of the ordinary sumach are-bright 
red. 
“There are also several plants 
and berries that are poisonous to 
eat and the only safe rule to fol 
low is to eat no plant or berries 
the identity of which you are not 
certain. 
“We say nothing about mush­ 
rooms as there are as many poison 
ous kinds as there are edible, so 
it is best to leave the collection of 
the edible species to an expert.
